Jennie 
Gallas, Beth Purton, Norma Browning and Pat Affleck played excep¬ 
tionally well that day. The scores in the final set were: Lowe 20- 
Central 17; Lowe 19-Central 13. 

All these games were played in succession from 11:00 a.m. to 7:00 
p.m. They were tense and exciting with some really outstanding 
playing from our girls. Although the competition wos tough, our girls 
didn’t let us down, they came through victorious. The girls, through 
the coaching of Miss Pougnet, did a wonderful job.
